When we look abroad on the different pari*

meaodyring water.couries Irom tho mountain 
rill to the trvghly Amazon \ iDnuinerousisTand^ 
and oceans'} its vaiious climes aod produeiiun* 
-all lis ve much which is alike io their element- 
al constituents, but which has received from 
the influences that surround thvin, much 

to eailie them to appear vary uohke 
each other : .n miny re.^pecls. But lln* 
want of similitude is not confined lo the phyM- 
cal-pirt 'of our globe.foi fl we jean the inhsbi- 
tantt of our world with care and attention, we 
will observe maiked and distinctive ch tractor 
Uties attached to tha dilT-reut nariona which 
distinguish' ihom from each oilier. And in 
like manner, when we examine the todrviibwl 
members of a nation, we ob<crve n d OVreui 
idjocrasy belongin,; lo the reversl prrsou< 
composing the nation ; nnd Ihit difference h • 
lwe>n nations, and this peculiarity of idiostn 
cfosy atlached to the individual members of 1 h- 
rJlate — a difference, in eorne instances, 10 
wide, that to the casual observer it might ap- 
pear as original, and oot occidental — a* funda- 
mental, and not contingent— as constituting 
part of Ihe substratum of their being, instead 
of only being a polish given to a portion of 
their humanity by education— a polish which 
has revealed much of the hidden tight which 
was shrouded under the accumulations of a"e> 
of darkness and ignorance \ while on tbe oilier 
hand, thoie who have nol hid the same or 
equal advantages or opporluoilies in acquiring 
an education, ore now ihe potsesiors ol mind 1 , 
dwarfed and .stunted by long Ion;* ages of 
neglect and lack of instruction. This differ- 
ence, I say, between nations and individuals, 
can only he accounted for.in a great measure, 
(slill leaving much to be accounted for by in 
dividual and national characteristics), by Ihe 
education which his been received. 

All history (ancient or modern, domestic or 
foreign) giveaa certain and unanimous verdict. 
that as a nation becomes truly educated il be- 
•roines intellectual, and knowledge founded 
upon correct moral principles, is power. Take 
some examples: Wlnt makes the difference 
between a N'ew Zealander and a New Eiw 
Undcr— between the Hottentot and Ihe II J. 
I n'thr— between the Briton of to-day and the 
IJntiiii of 1.90:) years ago— between the An 
^lo-rfaxon of ihe present >i\y and bis rude an 
ce>torjt : of the timet of llen^isl ond Unreal 
If the mind of tin- savsgi' p0is3t*«pji the same 
faculties at the inmd of the hi jl Ii civilized |ier 
son : '* If minds one-: (■■•■ui.- gn | ir.'ni •hud. and 
ignorant as the a*s'»r.olt. hive, bt proper train- 
ing, been raised near the br^h>'*t pilch of moral 
and intefectual attainim-nt*, nth^r inii.d* by *i 
mi|ar training, may b« eb-vited to the *nm.- 
degree of perfection V — What. I.a>k, kil, 
tint makes the European mind »o superior 
to the Asiatic or African 1 What 
makes the inhabitants of the United Slates 
and Ihe British Provinces 10 America, ao 
far io advance of tbe inhsbitsiits of the 
other parts of the continent t Is it not alto, 
getber owing to their superior rnenlal culture ? 
Is it ool to their enlightened aod liberal sys- 
tems of education that Ihey are indebted for 
their high position I Hence, that wMch has 
been instrumental in raiting a people from the 
position that Ihe Aocienl Briton held, to the 
proud position which Britain 1 * sons hold no* , 
io tvery department of literature, of science. 
and of art, is needful and essential to any and 
every people that aim at getting and kefpin^ 
an honorable place in tbe cominouweiltb ot 
nations. 

Again, we rcquiro education lo enable »• 
rightly to understand, aod reasonably to ac 
count for tbe different phenomena of nature 
nhich are occurring around us daily, and thu- 
freo ourselves from i lie dread cou*equvnt up. 01 
the non.acquaintance of the natural law* wlm-h 
regulate the chaoges which are taking p>ac- 
momentarily upon our filobe, in earth, air, and 
sea— lawsttbtcliprevade and govern'all MiUiT, 
animate or inanimate— laws which are at woik 
iu all auUtauces, organic and inorganic, from 
the smill atomic du*l>apeek| revealed to ou* 
tight by the sanbeatn thai eoraes to cheer aud 
relume our lately oight- shrouded world— to 
the missive mountain, whose anow-enpped lop 
at it glitter* in- tbe sea of tuulijbt "iih which 
it is flooded — looks as though it were pari nl 
the golden battlements of that upper and bet 
ter clime, from v-hich the 'son of the utofittu/* 1 .

tbey are beautiful aod hsrmoniouf, and which 
are capable of being understood by everyone 
io our land, And that ibis kiod of knowledge 
js required to correct many very faUe impres- 
sions ar.d miscoocepliont which ate current 
among ihe different classes of society, will be 
evident from the mere tneoiioo of some of the 
popular delusions and fallacies of modern times. 
We all are aware of the dread attached by

Romish hierarchy. Fly thu course the <?«/• 
onist i% purautug, he ia stiengllwniug the hands 
of those who clamour for Separate Schools, 
and thus virtually adopts the sentiments of the 
Tfut Wit his s, in saying—

'• The cry for denominational 'Jay tehoola 
tint has been rared by two or three ccc1t>;ias- 
lies ill Upper Canadi, is as'thsmeless a* ft h 
unpainuiic and selfish. It is a bare-faced de- 
mand that the school master •hall do Ihe work 
of tli-i clergyman, and that Ihe State shall pay 
lor it ; a ►etteme under which the expenses of 
educating Ihe whole people would be mtllipli- 
ed many fold, and under which a large portion 
of the poor yoijlh of Ihe country wonld be left 
without any means of education upon terms 
within reach of the pecuniary resources of (heir 
parents, unters al Hie expense of iln:ir religious 
failb. It)connuty as well as patriotism rrqiiiree 
the scho'iTa'for all to heojien to all upon equal 
terms, and upon principles common to all — 
leaving lo each religious pcrMiation the per- 
foiinaoce of its own itcnguised and appropriate 
duties in ibe religious teaching to \u n.m 
south. Jn *uch schools ihe children can be 
willi the tiacher only Irom nine o'clock in ibf 
morning (o four o'clock to tlie afternoon of 
fite or mx A iv s in the week ; svhiltf during each 
morning and evening, and the wh'rieofeach 
Sabbath, they are with their parents or pas- 
tors—and these are the portions of lime which 
us.ige and ecctcMastical laws prescribe for re- 
ligious studies and instruction, and for vihicb* 
Ihe teacher, wins only sees the children during 
six or seven of the working hours of each se- 
cular day of Ihe week, ought n't lo be held 
fe>pon*ible, and with which he cannot be bur* 
thened to the ndianUge.of .the children, or 
without criminal neglect on the part of their 
parents and pa-tors. 1 cannot therefore con- 
etive (hal it is Ihe duly of Ihe Government lo 
provide denominational leaching to ibe pupils 
in the common day tcliools any more than it is 
i's duly to provide for their "daily fond and 
taiinrol, or plac*- of worship and preaching f<>r 
them on ih* Sabbath.
